Cause Stir 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union appeared today to be 
on a new harassment campaign 
with huge Red air force turboprop 
planes buzzing American aircraft 
carriers far out In the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 
After a lengthy silence, Wash­ 
ington now has revealed how re­ 
connaissance versions of the Rus 
sian Bear bomber are dispatched 
on over-water flights of several 
thousand miles to ferret out Amer 
ican fleet units. 


Previously the Soviets confined 
themselves to scouting U.S. ships 
that were within a few hundred 
miles of shore and could be 
reached by comparatively short 
range aircraft of the twin jet 
Badger bomber type. 
Defense Secretary 
Robert 
S 
McNamara disclosed details at a 
news conference Thursday of Rus 
sian flights over U.S. carriers 
from Jan. 27 to Feb. 22. They 
occurred in both oceans and rep­ 
resented “a rather substantial ad­ 
dition” to previous Red aerial in­ 
spection activities, he said. They 
showed no “hostile intent.” 


No U.S. Reconnaissance 
McNamara said there had been 
no Soviet air reconnaissance of 
North America. Rut the perform­ 
ance of the four Bear aircraft 
last Friday demonstrated, as ex 
perts already knew, that the turbo­ 
prop planes in service since 1954 
have ample range to scout these 
shores. 
On that occasion, four Bears 
flew over the 59,000 ton carrier 
Forrestal southeast of the Azores 
as it steamed homeward from a 
tour with the 6th Fleet in the 
Mediranean. They flew in pairs, 
separated by a two hour interval. 
Each time, one plane stayed at 
30,000 feet while the other swoop 
under a 2,000 feet overcast to in­ 
spect the flattop. 
McNamara's 
report 
indicated 
that the Bears must have flown 
a roundtrip of more than 7,000 
nautical miles. 
He told how U.S. Air Force 
FIO® jet interceptors went aloft 
from Iceland to follow the four- 
engined planes. That indicated the 
Bears flew south from Soviet Arc­ 
tic bases and may have been de­ 
tected by radar in northern Nor 
way as well as Iceland.

Purcell’s medal is on display 
at the Mercer Museum in Doyles­ 
town. As far as is known, he is 
the only Bucks County resident 


ever to win the nation's highest 
tribute to military bravery. 


Purcell, 24. was a sergeant in 
Bucks County's own 104th regi­ 
ment of Pennsylvania Infantry.

Democrat ” was in the spearhead 
of the May 31, 1862 battle of Fair 
Oaks and fired the first volley 
aimed at tough Confederate foot- 
sold icr s.

Takeu III 
One member of the jury Mrs. 
Margaret Vansickle, 56, a house­ 
wife of U Cherry Lane, Crab­ 
tree, Levittown, was excused for 
illness.

The jury thus retained its com­ 
plexion of seven men and four 
women.

Letter Far Meeting 
In direct examination by one 
of Welsh’s two attorneys, William

had attempted to bring in a let­ 
ter he had written to both state 
highway department and Turn­ 
pike commission workers calling 
them to meetings at which their 
contributions were mentioned. 
These meetings form the basis 
of the state’s charges of macing, 
with the Commonwealth charging 
that Welsh set a definite scale 
of contributions (rn a percentage 
of salary which the workers had 
to make. 
Welsh and his defense attorneys 
have claimed the scale was mere­ 
ly a guide to voluntary payments 
Jury Excused 
Beckert objected to introduction 
of the letter as evidence and the 
jury was excused while the op­ 
posing attorneys argued the point 
before Judge Monroe. 
The judge finally ruled the let­ 
ter out but also ruled that Welsh 
could testify concerning his pur­ 
pose in sending the letter. 
Beckert again objected, claim­ 
ing that this testimony would re­ 
flect a state of mind. 
Judge Monroe overruled this ob­ 
jection, and Lowrey. who had 
been at the b e n c h listening, 
walked back to the counsel table 
in an obvious pique. 
"Mr. Lowrey," Judge Monroe 


said, ' i ’ll have you know that I 
am running this trial.” 
Another clash occurred when 
Powers asked Welsh if he had 
been replaced from his state job 
as yet. 
He hadn’t finished his question, 
identifying the job, when Beckert 
objected again. 
"But I’m not even through with 
the question," Power said. 
Judge Monroe then allowed him 
to finish the question but cau­ 
tioned Welsh that he would sus­ 
tain the objection and Welsh was 
not to answer. 
Welsh is chairman of the State 
Workmen’s Compensation Board. 
He is to be replaced as soon as 
the State Senate confirms his re­ 
placement, an action expected any 
day. 
Included in the crowded court­ 
room today were James A. Mich- 
ener. Pulitzer Prize winning auth­ 
or and unsuccessful Democratic 
candidate for Congress last fall, 
and Alan D. Williams Jr., Re­ 
publican state assemblyman who 
has been mentioned as Beckert's 
successor for the job of county 
chairman. 
Financial Rundown 
Welsh, in the cross-cxamina 
tion, gave a rundown of the Demo­ 
crats' finances during the 1962 
campaign. 
Beckert first asked him if the 
Democratic party were in good fi­ 
nancial condition. 
It was, Welsh said, since it had 
wiped out a $2,800 deficit. How 
ever, it had not raised the $50,000 
to $60,000 which he had estimated 
would be needed in the campaign 
last fall. 
Beckert then asked him what 
the source cf money for the Demo­ 
crats was. 
The Breakdown 
Welsh broke it down like this: 
$1,000 to $2,000 from an annual 
ox roast held by the party; $25,- 
OOO to $30,000 from the annual 
Jefferson - Jackson Day Dinner; 
$8,000 to $10,000 from "Interested 
registered voters, and $12,000 to 
$15,000 from state and county em­ 
ployes. 
He refused to estimate what 
these employes had contributed 
in 1960 and 1961, although he did 
state that Bucks County has as 
many as 500 of them. 
Beckert then asked him. "This 
$15,000 to $30,000 from tile din­ 
ner — is that net or gross?" 
Can’t Disclose Secrets 
With a smile on his face, Welsh 
replied, "I can’t give away too 
many of our secrets to you, Mr. 
Beckert." 
Beckert did not repeat the ques­ 
tion. 
The inter-party exchange came 
up again when Beckert asked 
Welsh if the Democrats still re­ 
lined the same procedure they 
used last year in filling applica­ 
tions for state or county jobs 
"No, we don’t," Welsh replied 
"That procedure has been turned 
over to you, Mr. Beckert.” 
Explains Procedure 
The procedure, Welsh said, was 
this: A county application form 
is given to any registered Demo­ 
crat who wants such a job.

If it 
is approved, a state form is sent 
to the applicant, which he and 
the committee people again must 
fill out.

France has made considerable 
use of plutonium since the start 
of its go-it-alone nuclear pro­ 
gram. 
The sources said the planned 
plutonium • triggered explosion 
would be considerably more pow­ 
erful than that of a simple A- 
bomb but would not have the full 
intensity of a true H-bomb. They 
described it as an "intermediary 
stage” between the two. 
A first hint of what the French 
government is reported planning 
was dropped by Defense Minister 
Pierre Messmer in a speech last 
July. 
Messmer said France's plans 
for building a thermonuclear de­ 
vice had been speeded up greatly 
and could result in a test explo­ 
sion by the middle of next year. 
Risk Too Great 
France began setting up its 
new nuclear testing base at Ma- 
gareva after Algeria became in 
dependent l a s t July. However. 
French sources said it never had 
been p l a n n e d to hold H-bomb 
tests at the existing firing range 
at Reggane in the Sahara Desert 
of southern Algeria, s i n c e the 
risk would be too great. 
Under the Evian agreement of 
last March, which ended the Al­ 
gerian war. France is allowed to 
continue using the Sahara testing 
range until April, 1967. 
However, the Algerian govern­ 
ment has made known its hostil­ 
ity to f u r t h e r French nuclear 
testing 
in 
the 
Sahara. 
Other 
neighboring countries also have 
objected. 
French sources s a i d no new 
above-ground blasts will be car 
ried out in the Sahara. However 
they said there may be more un­ 
derground tests under conditions 
of extreme secrecy. They said 
the Algerian authorities were not 
expected to object as long as no 
publicity was given.

I became frightened for my fam­ 
ily. especially for my children, 
and decided to leave before it was 
too late.” 
Quintero concluded with the plea 
to "watch your children; 
see 
where they go and who they're 
with. Be careful that they don’t 
become indoctrinated with com­ 
munism."

Lee Mortimer 
Dies At 56 


Mother Drops Phone, 
Four Children Die 


NEW YORK, (UPI) - News­ 
paper Columnist Lee Mortimer, 
56, died at his Beaux Arts Hotel 
apartment today following a heart 
attack. 
Mortimer, amusements editor 
and columnist for the New York 
Mirror since 1932, spoke at a din 
ner of the Society of Professional 
Investigators last night and suf 
fared a heart attack upon wak­ 
ing this morning. His physician, 
who was with him when he died, 
said Mortimer had suffered sev­ 
eral heart attacks in the past. 
Before the newspaper blackout 
began Dec. 8. Mortimer’s gos­ 
sipy column on Broadway, na 
tional and international events, 
appeared in the Mirror once 


i week in the spot reserved for Wa! 
ter Wincheii's column. Unit 
few months ago, the Mortimer 
column was syndicated. 
Mortimer, a diminutive man 
known fra his feuds and night 
club fisticuffs, was born in Chica 
tto and began his New York news­ 
paper career in 1922. Over the 
years he had doubled as radio 
commentator, lecturer on crime

Purcell reached it first, pulled 
it out of the ground, and sprang 
for the fence with both flags in 
his hands. As he mounted the 
fence he was struck by a bullet 
and knocked over it, carrying the 
flags with him. On getting up, the 
handed one flag to Sergeant My­ 
ers and started with the other to 
the rear, but, becoming faint 
with loss of blood, he gave it to 
Corporal George W. Michener of 
Company G. who brought it off. 
Both flags were delivered to the 
regiment that evening. 
Vouches For Accuracy 
Major Gries received a wound 
from which he died in a few 
days. Myers, Purcell and Mich­ 
ener are all living. This took 
place under my own observation 
in presence of opposing forces and 
vouch the accuracy of the state­ 
ment.’’ 
Davis asked Congressional med­ 
als for Purcell, Myers and Mich­ 
ener, but the latter two were de­ 
nied. 
Although Purcell had qualified 
a year before the medal of honor 
was authorized, it was 29 years 
after the Civil War before he re­ 
ceived it. It was awarded to him 
on May 12, 1894. 
By this time Purcell was mar­ 
ried, had a family, and was work­ 
ing for the Lehigh Valley Rail­ 
road. He had moved to White 
Haven in Luzerne County. 
3-Year Period 
He had enlisted in Col. Davis’ 
regiment in Aug., 1861 for the 
customary three-year period. 
After training on the present 
site of the Central Bucks High 
School, Doylestown, then known 
as Camp Lacey, Purcell and the 
regiment moved south for action. 
There was plenty of it before his 
discharge in 1864. The regiment 
was in IO major engagements. 
Of 1,000 men who left Bucks 
County. 45 died in action. 23 died 
of wounds, three were listed as 
missing in action, 64 were cap­ 
tured, and 31 were discharged be­ 
cause of wound. In addition, 69 
died of disease. 
110 Re-EnUst 
Only 110 re-enlisted at the end 
of their three-year enrollments, to 
stay until the end of the war, 
seven months away. The rest of 
the regiment broke up in Phila­ 
delphia on Oct. I, 1864. 
Later, Col. Davis recalled: "A 
considerable number came up to 
Doylestown 
where 
they 
were 
handsomely received and took 
supper in the courthouse.” Pur­ 
cell was presumably among them. 
Purcell’s exploit was immort­ 
alized in a painting by William 
Trego and presented to the 
Bucks County Historical Society 
In 1899 by Charles Wanamaker. 
The picture, known as “The Res­ 
cue of The Coloft” is at the 
Mercer Museum. 
In 
1896, 
Congress 
radically 
changed the design of the Con­ 
gressional Medal — to the de­ 
sign it retains today — and Pur­ 
cell received the new Congress­ 
ional Medal, while keeping his 
old one, a five-pointed bronze star 
topped by an Eagle astride cros­ 
sed cannons. 
This explains the presence of 
two medals in the Purcell dis­ 
play case at the Mercer Museum. 
Tile only further fact known 
about Purcell was that he was 
still alive in 1916. At that time 
Congress authorized a pension for 
Congressonal medal winners and 
Purcell was notified that he was 
entitled to it. 
He was referred to in Col. Dav­ 
is’ recommendation in 1894 as 
First Lieutenant Purcell, presum­ 
ably having been promoted in the 
reserves. Davis himself was at 
that time a brigadier general in 
the army of Union veterans.
